OFFENSIVE LOST 


Mackensen Plans Stroke to 
Complete Conquest of 
Rumania.

Given in Summary 


Fort Vaux, one of the most import- 
ant fortifications captured by the Ger- 
man crown prince in his 
prolonged 
drive at Verdun, has been evacuated 
by the Germans. 
The evacuation is 
announced in Berlin fbday. 


Shortly after Fort Douaumont had 
been re-taken and a wide stretch of 
the front in this region regained by 
the French in their sudden offensive 
movement on Oct. 25, it was pointed 
out that Fort Vaux likewise had been 
put in a perilous position. 


The Germans evacuated Fort Vaux 
during the night, says their official 
report,, without .hindrance .by .the 
French and after portions of the fort 
had been blown up the French con- 
tinued to pour a heavy fire from their 
big guns on the fortification. . Virtual- 
ly all the ground of pronounced value 
taken by tiie T.-rmans on i:ie easterly 
bank of the Meuse and their winter 
and spring offensive at Verdun -has 
now, with the fall of Fort Vaux, been 
lost to them. 


,French troops operating in the Les 
Boeufs and Rancourt sectors, on the 
Somme front, also gained ground yes- 
terday in attacks 
on the 
German 
lines. 
Paris report of last night an- 
nouncing these advances were in part 
confirmed by the Berlin ofricial state- 
ment 
today which concedes 
French 
.gains northeast of Morval apd on the 
edge of the St. Pierre Vaast wood but 
declares that the main effort of the 
French to move forward was sanguin- 
arily repulsed. 
The British 
likewise 
say Berlin failed in an attack north 
of Courcelette on the Somme front. 


There is no apparent let up in the 
presure which Gen. von Falkenhayn is 
exerting along the Rumanian north- 
western frontier, but in general the 
Rumanians are reported to be holding 
him fairly well in ctieck. No new ad- 
vances of importance are announced 
today by the German war office. 


Field Marshal von Mackensen is be- 
lieved to be making preparations for 
some new stroke in an ertort to com- 
plete his conquest of the 
Rumanian 
province of Dobrudja. 


On the Stokhod in Volhynia a Rus- 
sian defeat south of Witoniez is an- 
nounced by Berlin which reports the 
capture of more than 1,500 prisoners 
Ly Gen. von Linsipgen's troops in this 
action.

The German statement regarding the 
western front says in part:

Our troops, in spite of tenaciou.= 
i'rench resistance, made advances in the 
northern part of Sailly. 


"The French up to the present time 
iiave directed an especially heavy and 
destructive

Fort 
Vaux, 
which 
had been evacuated already in 
the night by our troo]«^, following a 
given order and without being disturbed 
by the enemy. 
Important parts of the 
fort were blasted by Ug before we left 
^.he position." 


Easter War Zone. 


The statement reporting operations in 
the eastern war zone says:

High Purpose in Buffalo 
Speech.. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Nov. 2.—President Wil- 
son declared in a night speech here that 
tlie United States is'' not afraid to fight 
and is not disinclined to fight for the 
objects for which it was founded. 
H^ 
opposed sectionalism and said the des- 
tinies of peace and war should not be 
used for partisan advantage. 


In a speech yesterday afternoon he 
questioned the patriotism of men "who 
in the midst of the most critical rela- 
tionships, the details of which they do 
not know, make play with the loss of 
the lives of American citizens in order 
that they may create a domestic polit- 
ical advantage." 


He 
declared 
that 
political 
parties 
should be used, btit that partisan use 
should not be -inVde of them. 


Must Stand as Unit. 


"Out of a heterogeneous nation we 
have got to make a urtit," said the 
president, "in which no slightest line of 
division is visible beyond our borders. 
Variety 
of 
opinion 
among 
ourselve-s 
there may be—discussion, free counsel 
as to what we ought to do—but .^is far 
as every other nation is concerned, we 
must be absolutely a unit." 


The remainder of the president's aft- 
ernoon speech, delivered at a lunch given 
in his honor by a nonpartisan club, was 
devoted to a discussion of internal and 
foreign problems. 
His address in part 
follows: 


"It is exceedingly important that this 
country should discuss its afl'airs witii 
as little partisanship of feeling a pob^ 
ibie. because its affairs were never fio 
rritieally set about, if I may so e.-c- 
press it, as they are at this 'moment. 


"There was never a time when the 
determination of our domestic questioits 
bore a more direct relation to the deter 
mination of our relations to other coun- 
tries. 
There never was a time when 
the discussion of our own affairs neede.-l 
to be more honestly, more thoroughly, 
more calmly conducted than now. 


"I am just as anxious as anybody can 
be that private capital should be given 
the freest opportunity to develop tlic 
carrying trade under the flag of the 
Lnited States, and I advocate for one 
the shipping bill, which has been made 
law only because, after we had waited 
iitdefinitely for private enterprise to un- 
dertake the thing, it had not undertaken 
it and it could not wait; it had to be 
undertaken. 


Partisanship a Menace. 


"And I want to register my solemn 
protest here against the use of our for- 
eign relation.ships for politiea] advan- 
itage. 
I cannot, I will not. regard any 
man as a patriot who does that—men 
who in the midst of the most critical 
relationships the details of which they 
-to not know make play with the loss of 
the h'ves of .American citizens even in 
order that tliey may create a domestic 
political advantage. 


"Just .so soon as our political parties 
are used for parti.^^an objects they be- 
come a menace to the public peace and 
an obstacle to the wise selection of pol- 
ie..'. 


".So, my fellow citizens, it is for that 
reason that I am glad we are near the 
end of a political campaign when the 
distempers of prejudiced discussion wil] 
be broken a.way by the wholesome airs 
to winch we are accustomed in this 
country, when men will eease to think 
of each other as antagonists and begin 
to think of each other,as eo-operatifig 
lovers of their country. 
Political adva/i' 
tage has no dignity unless it is accom- 
panied by large, definite, avowed patri- 
otic purpose."

Russia is our nearest neighbor, except- 
ing Canada 
and Mexico. 
The czar's 
Siberian dominions lie across the narrow 
Bering strait from our own northern em- 
pire of Alaska. Yet our ideas of Russia 
and the Russians are gained from read- 
ing 
the 
war 
news 
and 
watching 
Diaghileff's" ballet. 


There probably are a few places in 
this country where Russian is taughi. 
but we don't know where they are. 


In Spanish we are making better pro- 
gi'ess. At the University^ of Iowa* whicli 
lies about as far from the frontier in 
either direction as any school could, S!() 
students are studying the chief,language 
of Latin America today, where in 1910 
there were but 16. 


Hie movement for the sttuly of Span- 
ish is showing an encouraging growth. 
But how about a little Russian? 


And between the.war and the extra- 
ordinary rise in food prices man seems 
to he caught, somehow, in the actual 
working out of old Malthus' pet prob- 
lem. 


But peaceful persons who believe that 
it is a nation's duty to keep out of war 
maintain that the present struggle can- 
not be justified on any theory of the 
over-population of any country. 


Old Malthus did not have very good 
birth statistics to figure from, but the 
National Council of Public ,Morals in 
Englalid has them, and in their recent 
report they state that the birth rjate is 
declining. 
. 
" 


"If the birth rate were maintained at 
anything like its natural level all over 
the world, the population of kthe globe, 
which is now 1,700,000,000. would in 120 
years have reached 27,000,000,000^ or 
about ten times as great a number as 
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the earth could support" runs the re- 
port. 


But the birth rate invariably falls as 
a nation becomes enlightened. In Eng- 
land, within 35 years, the birth rate has 
decreased ono-third; in France and Bel- 
gium it .has become stationary; all the 
rulers of Europe have been alarmed at 
the rapid decline of births in the last 
century. 


And the English report says that "the 
decline has been more marked in the 
more prosperous classes," that "wher- 
ever political and social conditions bring 
a man or a class into» a position in which 
he hopeito rise or fears tb fall, the fam- 
ily will bo restricted," and that "the 
birth rate varies inversely with the in- 
come." 


Evidently persons who fear war or do- 
fend it as an unavoidable process of na- 
ture must hereafter ignore the birth 
records and overlook the conscious limi- 
tation of fertility which develop» in na- 
tions in proportion to their culture or 
status of civilization.

Tells IQmployers Intimida^ 
* tion of Voters Will Be 
Prosecuted. 


Nndianapolis, 
Nov. 
2.—Frank 
C. 
Dailey, special assistant United States 
attorney appointed recently to prosecute 
alleged election law violations in Ohi<^ 
Indiana and Illinois, has issued a state- 
ment warning men "who may have en- 
gaged in arangements to threaten and in- 
timidate employes in the matter of vot- 
ing for federal offices without knowledge 
tlmt their acts constitute a violation of 
the federal laws." 
The statement in 
part follows: 


"Numerous reports have been made of 
conspiracies to threaten and intimidate 
employes ii^ voting, not the choice of tho 
employe but as the employer wishes. The 
reported intimidation has asstimed vari- 
ous forms. 


"It is clltimcd that, for the purpose of 
intimidating, a factory located in the 
Eighth congressional ^strict of Indiana 
has caused letters to be written to em- 
ployes notifying them to join a particu- 
lar political club and sign their names 
as members thereof; in another instance 
that certain employers will refuse to 
permit men who wish to vote for a par- 
ticular candidate the privilege of a few 
hdurs off to vote, but if they wish to 
vote the employer's choice they may 
have the time. 
It is further reported 
that, for the purpose of intimidation, one 
plant in northern Indiana has informed 
employes among other things, that, if 
selected on election boards« by a certain 
party, they shall have the privilege of 
serving, but, if selected by another par- 
ty, they are forbidden. 


"Without attempting to state what 
facts do or do not constitutf threats and 
intimidation, the law is plain that if men 
conspire to prevent an employe from ex- 
ercisinff the free privilege of voting for 
whom ne pleases for federal office, it is a 
direct violation of section 19 of the 
United States criminal code." 


Mr. Dailey then quoted the statute 
and explained verbally that it was the 
same statute on which the prosecution in 
Terre Haute election conspiracy case;jof 
1915 was based. He then cited causes de- 
cided by the supreme court of the United 
States dealing with election conspiracies. 


"It may be," Mr. Bailey's statement 
continued, "that men who have engaged 
in arrangements to threaten and intimi- 
date employes in the matter of voting 
for federal officers, have done so with-

The Oregon senators and congress- 
men, however, have been attempting to 
have the treasury department decide to use 
Oregon stone in the contract, despite the 
fact that it is said to be more expensive 
and not as good as Indiana limestone.

the lowest, it should have the contract. 
They also said that if the bid was not 
awarded to Indiana Senator Taggart would 
ask an investigation In the senate, and 
Representative Cox in tbe bouse.

Palm Bowler Guides Ball With Little Finger — ''Count" Gengler Doesn't 
Holes in Ball When He Rolls 250 Scores—Other Way Easiest, He Says.

Here and there in America, in cities 
with large German populations, will be 
found'a few men who bowl balls con- 
taining no fingerholes and using the palms 
of their hand and the wrist to control 
the big sixteen 
pound sphere 
in its 
-oure? down the alleys. 


There are very few of them, and palm 
bowling, one of the recognized sports of 
Surope, is practically • unknown on this 
ide of the Atlantic. 
The master of palm bowling, perhaps 
tr.e only man in the world who can con- 
sistently beat most 
American 
bowlers 
yithout using Ihe fingerholes, is "Count" 
J&hn Gengler. a partner of Jimmie Smith, 
i ^ m i e r bowler of the world, with whom 
^fe is now touring the country. 
^ Gengler is a native of Luxemburg and 
has been in America only two years. He 
had been recognized as the chajnpion 
bowler nf Kurope at the ten-pin 
game 
and upon his arrival in America started 
to master the American game. 


Before leaving Europe Gengler had not 
bowled more than 
a score 
of games 
American style. 
* 


Bowling in Brussels three years ago, 
Gengler rolled 34 consecutive strikes, a 
record that bowlers are still shooting at. 


Palm bowling comes natural for Geng- 
ler, ho declare^, and he often bowls a 
much better game without the use of the 
fingerholes. 
Gengler uses 
a ball with 
holes and keeps the holes on the right 
side in order to give it a better hook. 


Gengler's uncanny skill in spinning and 
hooking the ball is accomplished almost 
entirely with his little finger, which is 
stretched far on the left side of the ball. 


As the ball leaves his hand he crooks 
the little finger rapidly, giving the ball 
practically the same position that the 
ordinary bowler obtains by twisting the 
wrist slightly as the ball is shot down 
the alley. 


Gengler's style also differs from the 
American bowlers in that he never takes

plant and the asphalt repair plant. 


The convention ahlhall, he said, will 
provide advantages and services which 
are not now supplied and which will 
never be supplied by private interests. 


Fort Wayne, he declared, was located 
in an ideal spot and with perfect travel- 
ing facilities to-entertain large conven- 
tions to draw crowds from all parts of 
America. 
All the city needs are the fa- 
cilities which the coliseum will provide. 
The mayor reviewed the great benefits 
which will come to the people through 
the building of the coliseum and all with- 
out an increase of the tax levy. 
"This 
five-cent levy for the sinking fund will 
remain just as it is whether we have a 
coliseum or not," said he. 


Wants the People's Approval. 


In his brief 
talk, following Mayor 
Hosey, William A. Bayer, president of 
the city council, said that the city au- 
thorities want a unanimous vote on the 
project as a backing for their proceedings 
and in order that each citizen may truly 
call the coliseum "ours." 
He made it 
plain that the coliseum will not be used 
as an armory, but will be for the good 
of the people as a whole.

Fanners Owning Woodlots Should Leam How to Ascertain Valu^; Estimate and Measure 
Correctly; Grade and Market Their Trees in Order to Sell at an Advantage. 


lACk of familiarity with the business 
of timber selling xisually puts the own- 
er of a small woodlot at a disadvan- 
" twee, and 
in 
many regions 
material 
f — ^ the woodlot is sold for consider- 
ably less than Its real value. 
The loss 
to the farmers is. in the 
aggregate, 
very large. 
In order to stop this loss, 
it is necessary that the farmer inform 
• himself about the different kinds and 
grades of woodlot products, the meth- 
ods-of estimating and measuring t h e m 
and ascertaining the'.r value, the meth- 
ods of selllnsr. the markets and the cur- 
rent market prices, especially does h e 
need 
reliable 
information 
about 
the 
a m o u n t and real value of the standing 
timber and the location of good mar- 
kets. 


The 
United .States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture, through the Forest 
Ser- 
vice, is doing a vast a m o u n t of good 
in helping the farmers along the lines 
mentioned. 
The following 
practical 
helps in marketing are but a small por- 
tion of the valuably suggestions 
con- 
tained in Farmer's Bulletin No. 
715. 
•written by W. R. Mattoon and W m . B. 
Barrows, Forest Examiners. 
Farmers 
.who have woodlot products to dispose 
of will do si'ell to send to Washington 
for this bulletin. 


The following suggestions 
may 
be 
helpful to the farmer In selling 
his 
woodlot pr-^-ducts: 


(1) 
Find out from as many saw- 
mills and wood-usin^ industries as pos. 
Bible w h a t prices they ofEer for vari- 
o o s wood products, in order that ad- 
vantage m a y be taken of the best mar- 
keL 
This ji.pplies to sales 
requiring 
jOiipment as well as to local sales. 


( 2 ) 
Before 
selling, 
inquire 
from 
neighbors w h o have recently disposed 
of their timber and use their experi- 
ence as a guide. 
Failure to do this 
h a s resulted in manj instances in not 
getting the full value of the product. 


(3) 
Thoroughly investigate all lo- 
cal 
timber 
requirements 
and 
prices, 
since in many cases local markets pay 
better prices than outside markets be- 
cause of the saving of transportation 
charges. 


(4) 
Advertise 
in the 
papers 
and 
otherwise 
secure 
competition 
a m o n g 
ontside purchasers. 
The expense will 
be small and outside buyers will thus 
l e a m of chances to bid on timber in 
competition with local buyers. 


<6) 
Secure bids whenever practic- 
able both by the lump and 
by 
log- 
scale measure. 
A choice is thus of- 
fered and the more profitable form of 
bid can be accepted. 


(6) 
Consider the responsibility of 
the prospective purchaser before mak- 
i n g the sale, in order to avoid 
slow 
payment, costly collections, and losses. 


(7) 
Pricr to making sales, secure 
at least a fairly good estimate of the 
amount a n i value of the material for! 
Btle. 
Ptersons acquainted 
with 
the I 
business of measuring 
or 
estimating! 
timber can usually be foun-i in every} 
region where timber has been handled 
in the past. 


(8) 
Market 
the higher grades 
of 
timber instead of using t h e m on the 
farm for purposes for w h i c h cheaper

even If it makes necessary the

chasing and hauling of lower

dividuals.

cent efficiency f r o m fowls that are only

c e r t 
efficient. 
N o t h i n g 
cuts 
down t h e efficiency of a f o w l 
more 
than ill health or disease. 
Sick fowls 
are not good layers, and m a k e 
poor 
breeding 
stock. 
Ordinarily, 
there 
is 
but one hereditary disease that c a u s e s 
great losses of y o u n g chicks—the Ba- 
cillary fnrm of WTiite Diarrhea. 
H o w - 
ever, w e would not consider breeding 


use of disinfectants, g a v e a 
d i f t ^ n t 
aspect to the situation.

cheaper to kill the germs than to have 
the germs kiU the fowls. 
If fowls are 
properly handled there is no

parasites w e m e a n "an animal w h i c h 
lives during the whole or part of its 
existence on or In the body of 
some 
other animal, feeding, upon its food, 
blood or tissues, as lice, 
tapeworms, 
etc." 
(Webster.) 


Escternal: 
Fleas, lice, mites. 


Internal: 
Round 
w o r m s , 
tape 
worms, etc. 


Both forms of these parasites, 
ex- 
ternal and internal, live at the expense 
of the fowl and not only rob the fowl 
of Its life blood but also are a con- 
stant irritation to the individual. 
This 
constant irritation, together with 
the 
loss of strengrth. have a marked tend- 
ency to w e a k e n the fowl, to lower its 
vitality, which in turn brings about a 
condition favorable for the entrance of 
disease germs. 
W h a t happens? Why, 
the weakened fowl is not able to 
fight 
off the disease germs and if treatment 
is not administered a' once the loss of 
the bird follows. 


A H O W it to be said right here that 
the secret of success in treating sick 


birds, or "doctoring ' them, is to treat 
just as soon as the individual is found 
to be out of condition. 
A true poul- 
tryman and fancier knows his 
flock, 
knot's every individual bird and knows 
its condition at all times. 
H e does not 
have to wait until the bird falls over 
dead to know that it has been sick, 
nor does he cut a bird's head off when 
it sneezes, but on the other hand, ho 
removes the "off condition" birds to 
rlean. dr^i". roomy, well-ventilated, sun- 
shiny quarters, well isolated frtpn tho 
rest of the flock. 
This is the first step 
in the l-.andling and carc of all sick 
birds and 
is a most important 
one. 
Further treatment docs not consist in 
adminisfering a whole lot of 
"patent 
mcdicinc dope" nor following the "ad- 
vice" of a neighbor who 
has 
never 
lost a chick. 
The all-important thing 
is to use good c o m m o n sense and plen- 
ty of it. 


This applie:: not only to the treat- 
ment of f o w l s but in all lines of poul- 
try culture—feeding, 
housing, 
breed- 
ing. care, etc. 
Allow all the sunUghi 
obtainable to 
enter 
poultry 
houses, 
yards, coops and runs and keep your 
plant clean. 
Serious troubles 
of 
r.ll 
kinds occur day after day; there's al- 
ways 
something 
going 
wrong 
when 
fowls are kept under dirty, 
filthy, 
un- 
sanitary 
condidons. 


W e doubt very much the advisability 
of killing every sick bird, 
especially 
w h e n the birdo are costly ones. 
Dead 
birds should be burned to a crisp and 
not buried. 
Of course, the hatchet is 
recommended 
in extreme 
cases, 
but 
m a n y cases will not be extreme if tho 
proper methods of handling and car- 
ing for the fowls are used.

One form 
of 
regulation 
suggested 
provides for a State or local quaran- 
tine against all potatoes not 
treated 
with 
formaldehyde 
at 
the< point 
of 
origin. 
This 
is 
hardly 
feasible 
in 
commercial 
practice 
for 
a 
variety 
of 
reasons 
and 
because 
black-leg, 
wilt, 
and 
other 
troubles 
are 
not 
reached by the treatment, while rein- 
fection by the scab might occur in the 
cars, siilps, or warehouses during ship- 
n»ent 


The 
evidence 
show? 
tiiat 
healthy 
potatoes can best b*- secured by grow- 
ing healthy potatoes, and not by in- 
specting, fumigating, or quarantining 
diseased stock. 
The progressive seed 
grower can eliminate or control ninc- 
tenths of the potato diseases, and will 
do so if his market requires It and if 
a premium is paid for the extra labor 
involved. 
A closer connection between 
the northern grower and the southern 
grower would be highly advantageous. 


A plan 
is suggested 
whereby 
the 
freedom f r o m disease and the varietal 
purity of seed potatoes m a y be certi- 
fied 
by 
an 
officially 
appointed 
in- 
spector 
or 
committee. 
This 
would 
work to the benefit of both prpducer 
and purchaser, for the producer would 
be able to secure a ready sale at an 
adequate price for his high-grade crop, 
while the purchaser would be assured 
of an opportunity to procure healthy 
stock. 
This inspection should be made 
in the field while the crop is growing. 
It should be voluntary or at the re- 
quest of the grower, who should bear 
the expense. 
This expense, w h e n di- 
vided by the number of bushels pro- 
duced, would be small and m u c h less 
than the increased value of the prod- 
uct.

In extremely warm countries, it not 
infrequently occurs that lichens girdle 
j fruit trees and kill theiii.

growths.

stab woimds, such as those from nails, 
are the most likely to cause 
death. 
Find them and keep them clean and 
well disinfected- 


Swab out deep cuts with pure tinc- 
ture of iodin as soon as it can be se- 
cured and they 
will 
take 
care 
of 
themselves then if 
the 
normal 
pus 
discharge is removed. 


A long continued discharge from a 
wound indicates an abcess pocket, 
a 
bone injury, or the presence of a snag 
or something else that should not be 
in the wound. 
Call a veterinarian. 


As soon as bleeding has been stop- 
ped, wash the wound with a pint of 
warm water to which two 
teaspoon, 
fuls of creolin, lysol, carbolic acid, or 
some 
similar 
disinfectant 
has 
been 
added. 


A wound should be healed in about 
three weeks. 
If it is doing well tho 
s-welling will gradually go down, and 
the discharge 
will 
be odorless, 
thin, 
and bloody at first, and thicker 
and 
whiter later. 


Antitoxin 
will 
prevent 
lock-jaw 
a f t e r nail or other puncture wound.s. 
If not so prevented, verj' few of 
the 
j lock-jaw 
cases 
ever 
recover. 
The 
hard crust lime forms over the 
sur- 
face of a wound favors lock-jaw 
by 
shutting out the air. 


Bleeding from a leg can always be 
stopped by tying a small rope loosely 
about 
the wound, 
then 
twisting 
it 
with a stick 
or small rod. 
Tighten 
till 
bleeding 
stops. 
Apply 
bandages 
and remove the cord if possible. 
If 
bandages cannot be applied, 
prevent 
serious bleeding by pressing the

Carrying Seed Com 


The c o m grower can scarcely be too 
enthusiastic 
about 
gathering 
more 
seed c o m than Is apparently 
needed. 
One thing which tends to lessen a gen- 
erous selection of seed consists in not 
providing s o m e convenience for get- 
ting the c o m easily and rapidly out of 
the 
field. 


F o r selecting seed corn on a small 
scale, a grain sack with a s h o r t 
wide 
band connecting the top and 
bottom, 
so It m a y be conveniently carried over 
the shoulder, is good for carrying c o m . 
If desired, two satisfactory t>ags can 
be made from one grain sack by cut- 
ting it in two. m a k i n g each bag just 
half the length of the grain bag. Such 
a bag should be provided with a wide 
band sewed to opposite sides of 
the 
open end, so w h e n carrying over the 
shoulder the mouth 
of the bag will 
h a n g about even with the w a i s t 
The 
bag may be made slightly more con- 
venient by having a wire hoop about 
the top, 
which 
keeps it 
open 
and 
m a k e s dropping the ears into It easier. 
By the use of such a bag one person 
can by steady w w k select and carry 
f r o m a fairiy good field from seven to 
ten bvishels of well selected ears. 
At 
the close of each half day he should 
properly string up the c o m , 
or ar- 
range it for curing. 


This method is irksome if large se- 
lections are to be made. 
A sled-like 
Tramé either on runners or low wheels 
narrow 
enough 
to 
go 
between 
t w o 
rows of c o m and long enough to car- ¡ 
ry five or six bushel-size 
baskets or f 
boxes, is a very convenient device for 
use in carr>'ing the seed cars selected 
In the 
field. 
As thi.s is drawn through 
the field by a horse, one or two per- 
sons may select f r o m as many as the 
four 
nearest 
rows or three 
persons 
may ea&ily select from six r o w a 
A t 
the ends of the field the full baskets 
or boxes may be replaced by 
empty 
ones, or they may be dumped, to be 
gathered up by a wagon at the close 
of each half day or day. 
This device 
m a y break down occasional stalks of 
c o m , varying with the a m o u n t of bent 
or twisted stalks, but the damage 
is 
more than paid for by the time saved. 
Such carriel 
m a k e s possible a 
more 
rapid selection of the ears, and 
re- 
lieves the operators of carrying heavy 
bags of c o m w h e n all energy is needed 
in judging the cars and the stalks for 
the 
selection.—F.

Silage for Horses and 
Mules 


During an experiment which began 
December 1914 and ended March 1915. 
in which twenty horses and mules were 
used in the effort tcv find out the ef- 
fects of silage as food, the following 
results were obtained.

the ration of horses at the rate of two 
pounds of silage for one pound of hay.

variety or breed of fowls, the all-im- 
portant factor is the health of the in- 
dividuals. One cannot expect 100 per 
cent efficiency from fowls that arc only 
50 per cert efficient. Nothing cuts 
down the efficiency of a fowl more 
than ill health or disease. Sick fowls 
are not good layers, and make poor 
brecdwis stock. 
Ordinarily, there is 


but one hereditary disease that cause 
great losses of young chicks—the Ba 
ciliary f"rra of White Diarrhea. How 
erer, we would not consider breeding
